ADVICE TO SKA BATHERS.—It should 


rarely lie prac;;-* ;i more than once a day 
and then but.™ a :•_•«• moments ; to prolong 
the period is not only to prevent a realiza- 
tion of the anticipated benefits, but to in- 
vite languor, weakness, headache, and oth- 
er unpleasant sensations and effects, the 
very reverse of which were hoped for. In 
the case of invalids, the first trials of sea 
bathing should consist in little more than 
expeditious entrance into the sea, a single 
complete immersion, and a speedy return to 
the dressing house, where, at once, before 
attiring themselves, an assistant should be 
at hand, as is the practice in Europe, to give 
the bather the benefit not only of a thor- 
ough drying, but also friction of the entire 
surface of the bodjr, especially of the back 
and lower limbs. 
It will be advisable to al- 


low a day to elapse, after that in which the 
first bathing was practised before trying a 
second. The period may be prolonged, in 
this case, two or three minutes, but the 
whole process ought to be completed in fiv e 
minutes. 


For valetudinarians, in general, ten min- 


utes must be considered an ample alloirance 
which ought not to be exceeded ; and even 
the robust and healthy would do well to 
content themselves .with fifteen or twenty 
minutes as a maximum period. Invalids 
can seldom bathe with advantage more 
than once a day. The best lime is towards 
noon, so as to allow a sufficient period for 
tlie digestion of the morning me.il to be in a 
good measure completed. 
They who 


awake in the morning with a Iceling of heat 
and thirst, and with a dry skin, and whose 
system reacts readily after a cold bath, may 
go into ihc sea for a few minutes before 
breakfast, 
llathing in the evening is al- 


ways of doubtful propriety, and ought not

GENERAL NEWS, 


MANWACTUKI: OF COMIIS.—It is said that 


the greatest 
comb manufuctorv in the 


world, is in Aberdeen Scotland. 
There are 


thirty-six furnaces 
for preparing horns 


and 'tortoise shell for the combs, and 
no less than one hundred and twenty iron 
screw presses are eovtinuallv going in 
stamping them. Steam power is employed 
to cut the combs. The coarse comos 'are 
stamped or cut out—two bciug cut in one 
piece ata time. The Tine dressing comK 
and all small tooth combs, are cut by fine 
circular saws, some so fine as to cut forty 
teeth in the space of one inch, and they re- 
volve five thousand times in one minute.— 
There are some two thousand varieties of 
combs made, and the aggregate number 
produced of all these diifrrent sort of combs, 
is about 9,000,000 annually ; a quantity 
that it' laid together lengthways, would ex- 
tend about seven hundred miles. The an- 
nual consumption of hoofs amounts to 4,- 
000,000 ; the consumption of tortoise shell 
and buffalo horn, although not so large, is 
correspondingly valuable. A hoof under- 
goes eleven distinct operations before it be- 
eonis a finished comb. 


THE GOODWOOD HACK.—We continue 


to receive confirmation of the impression 
that the American horses were badly rid- 
den. The London Star suys: 


1 We have no hesitation in stating, how- 


ever, that if the American horses had been 
ridden by English jockeys, they would have 
been much nearer the winner at the finish. 
Indeed, at the distance, Prioress 
looked 


quite formidable, and her success appeared 
to be within the range of possibility. 
Her 


rider, however, sat bolt upright upon her, 
and held her in a manner which would have 
excited suspicion had an English jockey ad- 
opted the same style of riding. 
The 


' Americans,' in fact, seemed ignorant of 
'nursing'and easing their horses, and of 
making those finishes which impart some- 
thing artistic to the profession of an Eng- 
lish jockey. Prioress, too, was nearly going 
the wrong course, and the rider did not dis- 
cover the mistake until the lead had been 
tr';en from him, and he saw the horses 
iienimg away to his right. After their per- 
formance at Goodwood, however, the pre- 
tensions of the American horses will be no 
longer disparaged." 


RAILWAY"INVENTION.—Several attempts 


have been made to render the superstruc- 
ture of railroads permanent ind durable. 
The most successful attempt of this kind, 
that we know of, has just been made on the 
track of the Erie Railroad, about twelve 
miles west of Jersey City, where an iron 
,.iperstmcture, or roadway, has been made, 
and the heavy trains of the road are now 
daily passing over it. The peculiarities of 
this structure are worth noting, as they 
promise to inaugurate a new era in the his- 
tory of railroads. It is composed entirely 
of cast iron, and includes everything pertain- 
ing to the roadway, except the rails. 
It re- 


quires no bolts or spikes of any kind; and 
we are informed that it may be taken from 
the furnace and adjusted upon the road, 
•with less labor and expense than is usually 
required to lay the ordinary wooden sleep- 
ers. 
This iron casting is embedded in the 


ground on stone, or a similar solid founda- 
tion, where it is secure from frost and other 
disturbing causes 
The rails rest on India 


Rubber springs, which deaden the noise of 
a train, and at the same time ease off those 
heavy blows and shocks of the engines and 
cars while running, thus diminishing their 
wear and tear.—JV. Y. Times. 


KANSAS.—The Missouri Democrat of the 


15th inst., says: 


"We have dates from Kansas up to 


Tuesday morning. The deputy marshal of 
Douglas county was on his way to Law- 
rence with upwards of fifty warrants in his 
pocket for the arrest of the most prominent 
of the Free State men thera.
